Reliable and well-informed Source C lias advised that following 
the closing of the Constitutional Assembly on March 10, 1945, ER. RICARDO 
PARADES . Secretary General of the Ecuadoran Communist Party end a Functional 
Representative of the Indians to the Constitutional Assembly, began to 
practice his profession as e medical doctor at Quito. DR. PAREDES resides 
in Quito 8t Crlie Oonzelo Pizarro #9. His medical office is located at 
Peer je iiirenda M. Hie telephone number is 7153. This source reports that 
prior to the convening of the Constitutional / ssenbly in August l 1945^ Dr. 
PARFDFS resided et Fsmereldae, Ecuador. He pointed out that since this 
time, HR. PAREDES has been elected to the position of Secretary General of 
the Ecuadoran Communist Party and possibly he has decided to reside in 
Quito in order to better fulfill his duties. 


PP PAR r DES is reported to occupy his tine during the day with his 
medical duties, but et night, is known to frequently contact other leading 
nembe e of the Communist Party in Quito. He is known to be a close asso- 
ciate of PEDRO A. SAAD, JOSE MARIA ROURA, and FRIMITIVO BARRETO, all lead- 
ing mergers of the Communist Party. 


Reliable Source D hoe advised that Communist activity in Quito has 
declined since the closing of the Constitutional Assembly. He reports that 
leading me* ere of the Party, such as Dr. PAREDES, usually gather in smell 
4oups*to discuss ■’arty aotivlty. This source reports thct at the present 
time! no regular meetings of the Party ere being held in Quito , but that 
o ceslonally Hi. PAREDES calls the leading members together in order to 
pass on some resolution or program.
